pany to lay a cable, running from San 
Francisco via Honolulu and Guam to 
China and Manilla.

Mr. Roosevelt referred the subject 
to Attorney General Knox. with a re- 
quest that he go carefully over the 
proposed conditions, eliminating such 
as he might regard as impracticable 
and adding such others as he might 
believe would subserve the interests 
of l!se government. The results of 
his investigation and his conclusions 
Mr. 
Knox presented 
to 
President 


Roosevelt lo verbal form, the papers 
in the matter previously having been 
laid before the president. 


Attorney General Knox added sev- 


eral 
Important conditions to those 


propi>sed by the company, including 
these: That the United States govern- 
ment at all times shall have priority 
of 
service; 
that the government, 


through the postmaster general, as is 
customary in such contracts, shall 
have the right to fix the rates to be 
charged by the company; 
that In 


time of war the government shall 
have the right absolutely to control 
the cable; that in order to protect not 
only the government, but also Individ- 
ual private customers of the company, 
the Pacific Commercial Cable com- 
pany is required to lay a distinct line 
of cable from China to Manilla, so 
that it will not be necessary to de- 
pend upon the British company which 
now controls the only cable from 
Hongkong to Manilla; finally, that the 
United States at any time after the 
completion of the cable may purchase 
the line at an appraised valuation to 
be fixed by arbitrators selected In 
the usual manner by the two parties 
to the transaction. 


The attorney general Is Inclined 


to the opinion that the company will 
practically 
proceed 
immediately to 


construct its line. Considerable time 
•eriil be required for the preliminary 
arrangements before the actual laying 
of the cable begins, but it is regarded 
now as certain that an American- 
owned and operated cable line to the 
orient is in sight.

SiU* Selected For Ohio Monuments.

Hag^rstcwa, XSd.. Aug. 9.—A com- 


mission of Ohio veterans has selected 
sites for the erection of monuments 
and markers on the Antletam battte- 
fie!d to the memory of Onktans who 
loot their lives in that battle of th« 
cirii war The commission, composed 
of Captain \V. W. Miller of Columbus, 
Major J. T. Moore of BamesviUe and 
Major O. Cunningham of Cadiz, hai 
Juct completed its work. Tee cites 
selected are located as follows: Foot 
on Branch avenue, one on Bloody 
Ian*, three on the farm of R. D. Fiah- 
er, near the Duukard church: two on 
the farm of Jacob Stine and one each 
on the farms of Joshua Wyand and 
John Banner. A plot of ground on the 
Benner farm has been selected as a 
site for a monument to President Mo 
Klnley. who. as sergeant of the 
Twenty-third Ohio, voluntarily served 
coffee and provisions to the men of 
the regiment while under fire. The

legislature has appropriated 


$20.000 for the erection of the monu- 
ments and markers.
